NAZIS HURL THREAT 
OF BITTER WAR 
BERLIN, Sept. 30.—(U P)—Ger­ 
many will fight the war to a fin­ 
ish with ev ery weapon and ev ery 
means necessary to ensure v ic­ 
tory if Great Britain and France 
reject the Russo-German peace ov ­ 
erture, Nazi informants said to­ 
day. 
It was said authoritativ ely that 
the joint German-Russian declar­ 
ation at Moscow that it was time 
to call off the war, constituted a 
final peace offer, and that Adolf 
Hitler would not, unless the situa­ 
tion changed, send any formal di­ 
rect bid to the Allied powers. 
Cite Terms 
If the Allied gov ernments w ant­ 
ed any points cleared up, it was 
said, they could obtain the infor­ 
mation from their ambassadors at 
Moscow.

They should use subjects to de­ 
velop children’s powers. 
At first 
glance that may seem like play ­ 
ing with words. 
It is something 
far more serious, reaching to the 
very heart of school administra­ 
tion. 
There is a world of differ­ 
ence between teaching a subject 
and developing a child by means 
of that subject. 
It is possible to teach a child 
a trade and turn him out of high 
school with a trade training, and 
leave that child perfectly help­ 
less in a working world. 
That 
is what happens when the trade 
subjects, or any other of the 
school subjects, are taught with­ 
out regard to their meaning, their 
effect, on the inner life of the 
child concerned. 
Two kinds of 
teaching are 
represented 
here. 
The kind that teaches the subject, 
with only the passing mark and 
the certificate in mind, is the sort 
that sends helpless children out 
to almost certain failure. 
The 
kind that teaches 
the 
subject 
matter with the accent on its 
meaning to the individual child, 
with the view toward reaching 
tlie child’s creative power in the 
learning and the doing, which 
sends out 
self-helping 
children 
who have initiative enough to turn 
their power on whatever situa­ 
tion faces them. 
The equipment 
of the schools may be the same, 
but because the idea underly ing 
them differs, their products will 
differ.

HONG KONG.— (U P ) — Stimu 
lated by the demand from the 
west for more and more mercury 
from 
new sources, China 
has 
turned to the exploitation of its 
rich 
mercury deposits in 
the 
southwest. 
Development of these resources 
is in the hands of the Kweichow 
Mining 
Administration 
jointly 
controlled by the National R e­ 
sources Commission and the pro­ 
vincial government of Kweichow, 
and plans are being made to raise 
the present rate of mercury pro­ 
duction to 500 tons annually. 
Before the outbreak of hostili­ 
ties China produced from 300 to 
500 tons of mercury annually, al­ 
most all of which was exported. 
The mercury was mined in Hunan 
and Kweichow provinces. Owing 
to the present situation in Hunan 
production has been almost elim­ 
inated. 
The projected mercury exports 
from Kweichow w ill prove of im­ 
portance in China’s struggle to ob 
tain as much foreign exchange as 
possible. 
The Kweichow Mining Adminis­ 
tration has accumulated 150 tons 
of mercury from private holdings 
for delivery abroad in the near 
future. 
It is expected that as soon as 
the administration has introduced 
modern technique in the mines, 
a steady supply of metal w ill be 
available in sufficient quantity 
to the markets of the world.

He po ints o ut that fro m 1916 to 1938 the num ­ 
ber o f emplo yes in the railro ads had decreased 
by better than 43 per cent. Yet the pay fo r 67 
per cent as many wo rkers, had increased by $294,- 
000,000. The average wage per w o rker had mo re 
than do ubled. 
• W ith 4Jie inventio n o f m achinery and the ac- 
cum ulati^ i o f capital, wages, o f co urse, sho uld 
increase ibut to have o ne w o rker’s wage increased 
mo re than do uble fo r less ho urs, while the wages 
o f the farm er had decreased, is m anifestly gro ssly 
unfair. Especially is it unfair, if this is do ne by 
fo rce and intimidatio n o f Co llective bargaining, 
co nfirmed by demago gic po liticians miseducating 
the wo rkers as to ho w wages can be increased. 
Mr. G arrett po ints o ut th a t last year the rail­ 
ro ad wo rkers received $120,000,000 fo r wo rk they 
did no t do .
